Testifies of Gathering 
Evidence on Killings of 
Soldiers, Civilians by 


S.S. Unit.

day that he gathered evidence in 
Belgium which supported charges 
that Germany’s First S.S. Parizer 
Division murdered 512 soldier and 
civilian prisoners.

Germah unit convicted of killing 
80 tinarmed American prisoners at

All the killings occurred in one 

week during the Battie of the 
Bulge, December 1944, he told a 
Senate subcommittee investigat- 
ing the trials and sentences of 
German storm troopers found 
guilty of the Malmedy massacre. 
. Byrne, a tall, gray-haired Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin graduate, 
said he was not a combat soldier 
and had no hate for the Germans 
that would haye distorted his 
judgment. 

However,- Byrne said he was 
convinced that the stormtroopers 
accused of the Malmedy massacre 
and other killings were guilty. 


He added, though, that in some ; 


of the cases there was not suffi- 
cient legal evidence to stand up 
in an American court. 

Byrne said he made repeated 
trips to Belgium to gather evi- 
dence to support confessions 
gained from the Malmedy defend- 
ants. He said he found Belgians 
in four or five houses at the Mal- 
medy crossroads who witnessed 
the massacre and later saw the 
bodies. He said he interviewed 
members of burial detachments 
who buried the bodies. 

Byrne said his estimate that the 
stormtroopers murdered 5612 per- 
sons was “conservative.” He said 
this included 106 civilians.and sol- 
diers of other nationalities as 
well as 369 American soldiers.

TWO COAL-TO-OIL PLANTS 


DEDICATED; A WAR DIVIDEND 


Survey Being Made of Sites for Privately 
Operated Installations, Krug Says at 
Ceremonies at Louisiana, Mo. 


By HARRY WILENSKY 
A i t of the 


LOUISIANA, Mo., May 9—The 
United States began collecting a 
big war dividend today. 

The. techniques that produced 
synthetic gasoline for the Luft- 
waffe and other ersatz products 
for the German war economy, 
brought to this country and im- 
proved by American science, are 
now being employed in two coal- 
to-oil demonstration plants here. 

Formally dedicated yesterday by 
the United States Bureau of 
Mines, the pilot plants are ex- 
pected to lay the groundwork for 
a synthetic fuel industry which 
could save this country from an 
oil] shortage for generations to 
come. The plants will test Amer- 
ican coals, equipment and process- 
ing methods to furnish private 
industry with cost and engineer- 
ng data. 

he Army Corps of Engineers 
is now making a nation-wide sur- 
vey to determine the best loca- 
tions for privately operated syn- 
thetic fuel plants, Secretary of the 
Interior J. A. Krug announced in 
dedicating the $15,000}000 installa- 
tion here—miles and miles of pipe 
linking buildings spread over sev- 
eral acres. 

Expérts Followed Troops. 

When Allied troops drove into 
Germany, a technical oil mission 
from the United States followed 
the invading columns. It was 
headed by W. C. Schroeder, of the 
Bureau of Mines, and as soon as 
the Army captured a synthetic oil 
plant, experts went in to study 
the equipment, collect all available 
operating data and bring back the 
closely guarded secrets of opera- 
tion. 

Germany was years ahead of, 
other countries in the synthetic 
fuels field, partly because of the 
Reich’s shortage of natural sup- 
plies, partly as a result of its ag- 
gressive intentions and long-range 
planning for war. The Germans 
developed two basic processes for 
converting coal to oil. One is the 
Bergius-I. G. Farben process by 
which hydrogen is forced into coal 
under great heat and pressure to 
oil; the other is the 
Fischer-Tropsch process by which 
coal is turned into gas before con- 
version into liquid fuel. 

Both processes have been’ trans- 
ferred to Louisiana, but the Ger- 
mans would hardly recognize their 
gas synthesis procedure now, and 
would find some eye-opening 
changes made in their hydrogena- 
tion process. 

Cumbersome and expensive con- 
verters which limited output to 
18 barrels of oil a day have been 
improved to make possible a datly 
uiaeity of 500 barrels or more. 
Costly intermediate steps have 
been simplified and combined into 
a single operation. Many manual 
operations have been taken over 
by automatic devices which have 
stepped up efficiency, reduced per- 
sonne] needs and slashed produc- 
tion costs. 

Construction of the coal hydro- 
genation pilot plant has been com- 
pleted, the plant has made a suc- 
cessful trial] run and it is now be- 
ing used to test various coails.. The 


gas synthesis plant is to be com- 
pleted this fall. The plants will 


produce not only automobile fuel, 
aviation gasoline and diesel oil 
but a variety o” by-products, in- 
cluding phenol for plastics, sol- 
vents for paints; wood preserva- 
tives and hydrocarbon gases for 
heating fuel. 
ts Fiexible. 

The plants have great fiexibil- 
ity; in an ‘emergency, production 
could be switched almost over- 
night from a full range of civilian 
products to those most urgently 
needed for military use, no new 
ones or additional "aga omt 
terials ing necessary effec 
the change. | 

The Bureau of Mines reports 
that the cost of synthetic fuels at 
present averages about 25 per cent 
more than the cost of producing 
natural fuels. One of the goals is 
to reduce this differential. Gaso- 
line now can be produced by the 
rvdrogenation process at a cost 
ranging from 8 -o 12 cents a gal- 
lon, it is estimated. 

Diesel oil produced in an initial 
two-day run provided the fuel for 
a special Burlington Railroad train 
which brought approximately 500 
persons here from St. Louis for 
the dedication yesterday. It was 
the first time in American rail- 
road history that a train was 
fueled by oil mace ‘rom coal. Gov- 
ernment automobiles on dedica- 
tion day used gasoline derived 
from coal. 

Despite light rain, several thou- 
sand persons attended the exer- 
cises at the plant site, 94 miles 
north of St. Louis. 


Address by Krug. 

“If the Army, Navy and Air 
Force are to be effective, their oil 
supply must be absolutély as- 
sured,” Krug declared in his dedi- 
catory address. “Foreign oil is 
not sure oi] in time of war, and 
it is here that the synthetic plants 
may come in handy in our national 
defense,” 

He also warned of the drain on 
liquid fuel supplies by increasing 
peacetime needs. Domestic con- 
sumption is now nearly double 
that of 10 years ago, and can be 
expected to continue to increase 
rapidly, he said. 

Pointing out that a synthetic 
fuel plant would, have to be large 
to provide economical operation, 
he estimated that a capital invest- 
ment ranging from $40,000,000 to 
possibly $90,000,000 would be re- 
quired. Bills which would provide 
Government loans to encourage 
construction of the first commer- 
cial plants have been introduced 
in Congress, Krug reported, ex- 
pressing the hope they will be 
enacted speedily. 

Representative Clarence Cannon 
of Misscuri, chairman of the House 
Appropriations Committee, _§re- 
ferred to this section as “the geo- 
graphical and economic center of 
the nation” in his dedicatory talk. 

“Oil is the lifeblood of industry 
and war materiel No. 1,” he de- 
clared. “We cannot defend this 
nation without oil. It is apbso- 
lutely essential to our economy in 
time of peace and our safety in 
time of war.” :

Comment By City Counselor. 

City Counselor James: E. Crowe 
said today, in reply to a question, 
that when an application for a 
rate increase in the city is filed 
by Southwestern Bell, it would be 
scrutinized closely by his office. 
If the increases asked appear not 
to be justified, he said, the City 
Law Department will take steps 
in opposition. 

Mayor Joseph M. Darst, noting 
that the City Counselor’s atten- 
tion had been directed to the 
matter, said he would be guided 
by Crowe’s recommendations 
after study of the application. 

The following statement was is- 
sued by Southwestern Bell con- 
cerning its proposed Missouri in- 
creases: 

“Rate increases are essential, if 
the people of Missouri are to get 
the kind of telephone service they 
want and have a right to expect. 
Last year we added 10 per cent to 
the number of telephones in Mis- 
souri, but to do the job we had to 
increase our investment $23,000,- 
000, or 19 per cent. We must con- 
tinue on this course if we are to 
meet our public obligation for 
service. 

“Along with this, wage adjust- 
ments last December will increase 
Wages and associated costs nearly 
$3,000,000 a year in Missouri. 
Storm damage early this year 
created a substantial and ,unex- 
pected cost. So, all of these things 


together have caused the level of 
earnings to drop. 

“Moreover, the increase in rates 
early this year were based largely 
on revenues and expenses in the 
latter part of 1947, and it is not 
surprising that they have a 
inadequate to realize earnings in 
1949 which would enable us to at- 
tract the millions of dollars we 
will have to raise in order to give 
the people of St. Louis the amount 
and kind of service they want 
and need.

German political leaders claim 
the constitution is the “most pro- 
gressive in the world.” 

Repeatedly, the document calls 
for the unity of all Germany and 
stresses the provisional character 
of the west German state. In this 
it reflects the determination of 
west German leaders not to for- 
malize any permanent division of 
Germany between east and west. 

The theme of unity begins in 
the preamble, It reads: 

“Conscious of its responsibility 
before God and mankind, filled 
with the resolve to preserve its na- 
tional and political unity and to 
serve world peace as an equal 
partner in a united Europe, the 
German people (of the 11 west 
German states) has, by virtue of 
its constituent power, enacted this 
basic law of the federal republic 
of Germany to give a new order to 
no gs life for a transitional pe- 
riod. 

“It acted also on behalf of those 
Germans (in the eastern zone) to 
whom participation was denied. 
The entire German people is called 
upon to accomplish, by free self- 
determination, the unity and free- 
dom of Germany.”

But not all labor-is in quite 
that mood.

Briton Tells Berliners He’ll Strive for Ger- 
man Democracy at Paris Meeting—Drinks 
Toast to Air Lift. 


BERLIN, May 9 (AP), 


RITISH Foreign Secretary Ernest Bevin said today that at the 
B forthcoming Paris Big Four conference “We hope to plan the peace 

of the world.” He made the comment at brief ceremonies at the 
American air lift terminal, Templehof, where Gen. Lucius D. Clay saw 
him off for the British zone of Germany. 


There Bevin will talk with Ger- 
man leaders who yesterday fin- 
ished drawing up a constitution 
for the three v@stern zones. He 
will also talk with British experts 
on Germany preliminary to his 
conference with the foreign minis- 
ters of the (United States, France 
and the Soviet Union, which be- 
gins May 23. 

Bevin told a news conference 
yesterday the Big Four meeting 
would lay the groundwork for a 
German peace treaty in the future. 
“It must finally influence the total 
result at the end,” he said. 

Discussing the ministers’ work, 
Bevin asserted: “We must think 
10 or 15 years ahead. We must 
decide whether decisions will mean 
peace in the long run, and some- 
times popular decisions May be 
wrong.” 

‘Lots of Work and Patience.’ 

Declaring that lasting peace for 
the world hinged on the decisions 
reached at the Paris conference, 
Bevin said he wanted to see 
Europe “settled and settled in a 
way that will last for 200 years.” 


hailed the work of the British- 
American air lift, but warned “it 
is not all over yet.” 

Bevin’s appearances on his busy 
rounds were noted by crowds of 
Germans, who applauded him as 
he passed. 


Hint of Currency Solution. 

Meanwhile, American and Ger- 
man circles discussed the possibil- 
ity that the Big Four may re- 
solve Germany’s currency dilem- 
ma by allowing both East and 
West marks to circulate through- 
out the county. Under such a 
scheme German buyers and sell- 
ers would place the true value on 
each kind of currency by their 
willingness to trade in it. 

If a United Germany is achieved 
in the Big Four negotiations, then 
an all-German government ulti- 
mately could decide which money 
to use. This would give both Rus- 
sia and the Western occupation 
powers an “out.” 

Right now the western occupa- 
tion zones of Germany and the 
western sectors of Berlin do their 
business in one kind of marks 
and the east in another.

Gromyko has served as chief of 
the American Division of the 
Soviet Foreign Office, and was 
counselor, charge d’affaires and 
Ambassador in the Soviet Em- 
bassy in Washington for seven 
years.

most three years. 

Pair’s Probable Advice. 

In effect, my informant be- 
lieves that Gromyko and Sobolev 
have advised their superiors about 
as follows:

It 
is the end-product of American 
public opinion. The way to get 
at American public opinion is not 
by endless reams of propaganda. 
That leaves the average American 
cold.

has been successful, and not advised of 
the bills pending in the legislatures of 
both states, which, if enacted will per- 
mit the creation of a port authority, or 
some such bi-state body, with power to 
tax on both sides of the river. 

Those who have to ride in a “limou- 
gine” from downtown St. Louis to Lam- 
bert St. Louis Field, or who would have 
to ride to the proposed field in Columbia 
‘Bottoms, would like an airport located 
within a few minutes’ ride- from down- 
town St. Louis, even if it is located in 
or near East St. Louis. 

East St. Louis and St. Louis are in 
different states legally; but both are 
part of the United States and of this 
metropolitan area economically. 

Let’s be realistic in our thinking; and 
let’s try to use our common sense, if we 
have any; and save time—and money— 
by working out an intelligently located 
airport which will serve at once our own 
people, those of the east side in Illinois, 
and our guests who come and go by air!

‘been determined,‘nox have the details of the ap- 
plication been announced. It is believed, how- 
ever, that the amount asked for may reach the 
sum of $6,000,000, or twice the original increase. 


On the basis of the company’s preliminary 


announcement, it is impossible as yet to form 
a judgment on the justice of the new de- 
mands. Like many other companies, the tele- 
phone system has been compelled to grant wage 
increases and that is a cost factor easily under- 
stood. It is also called upon to make heavy. ad- 
ditions to its plant investment to satisfy the de- 
mand for new telephones. 

It is a geeming paradox that a company whose 
business is booming finds itself embarrassed by 


the boom. The company explains that, whereas 


the cost of plant additions per telephone before 
the war was only about $260, it has risen now to 
$355. It is argued that increase in plant invest- 
ment is proportionately larger than the increase 
in net operating income. This hiatus it seeks to 
cure by a rate increase. Behind each telephone 
is a mass of complicated equipment which, once 
installed, must remain even if the subscriber 
giyes up his telephone. 

We questioned the previous application for rate 
increases on various fundamental grounds. Most 
important, the company is permitted .n Missou- 
ri to include one half of its depreciation reserve 
In Illinois and many other 
states, the reserve must be entirely deducted. If 
this were the case in Missouri, a different pic- 
ture of the company’s earnings would be pre- 
sented. Here, however, is a subject for Public 
Service Commission action, since the company 
legally is free to take any sugar that is offered it. 

Another fundamental basis for objection is 
the fact that Southwestern Bell pays a license 
fee to A.T.&T., based on a percentage of gross 
operating revenue. If A.T.&T. renders valuable 
service to its subsidiary, it should be paid for 
at actual cost of services rendered. As it is, if 
the company is granted a rate increase, the trib- 
ute to A.T.&T. automatically rises, though the 
services may not. be increased. Apparently to 
allay just public criticism of the basis on which 
the license fee is determined, A.T.&.T. last year 
voluntarily reduced the license fee from 1% 
to 1 per cent of gross revenues. The objection to 
the percentage method remains. 

A third great area of objection lies in the re- 
lations between the Bell System and its principal 
supplier, Western Electric. Here, indeed, is an 
uncharted no-man’s land. Western Electric has 
a virtual monopoly on sales of equipment to the 
operating company, yet no state commission alone 
is equipped either by facilities or legal power to 
explore it. 

For a long time, it has been suspected that 
the Bell companies are being milked by the 
manufacturing subsidiary, which is not a public 
utility and, therefore, is not subject to public 
utility regulation. Recognizing the frustration 
of state regulatory bodies, the Department of 
Justice some time ago filed suit to inquire into 
and correct any abuses in the relations between 
the operating companies and Western Electric. 

Here is but a glimpse into the factors involved 
in the difficult and intricate matter of determin- 
ing how fair is an application for telephone rate 
increases. Some are within the purview of the 
State Public Service Commission; some are not. 
Therefore, however plausible and even convinc- 
ing the company’s application may be, standing 
by itself, it cannot be completely plausible and 
convincing until corrections are made in the un- 
derlying structure. 

We hope the Public Service Commission, as 
reconstituted by Gov. Smith, will give the 
most searching scrutiny to the company’s new 
application, at the same time correcting the slip- 
shod treatment the old commission gave to the 
first application. We hope moreover, that the 
Department of Justice will pursue with utmost 
vigilance its suit against Western Electric. If 
those two things are done, the public will be 
able to judge more clearly the justice of the 
company’s demands. If they then appear just, 
none but professional corporation-baiters will 
cavil. As it is, a mist hangs over the whole 
subject. 


Vagueness in the Lobbying Act 

Vagueness is the besetting weakness of the 
Regulation of Lobbying Act, as first reports of 
expenditures filed under it are showing. 

Not only is the law vague about who is to 
register, it is vague about what those who reg- 
ister are to do. 

Expense accounts are now coming in to tell 
how much money was spent, but they do not tell 
how it was spent, and the latter is what needs to 
be known. Are lobbyists giving expensive favors 
to members of Congress to curry votes? In how 
many ways is the lobbyist trying to win Con- 
gressmen and influence legislation? 

Whatever the facts are, they are concealed in 
such expense account items as “for public rela- 
tions,” “for legislative and government relations,” 
“for labor relations,” etc. Everyone already 
knew the lobbyist had those relations. Public 
interest is in finding out precisely what those 
relations consist of. 

The lobbying regulation act should be amend- 
ed to define lobbyists more clearly and to require 
specified and’ specific items to be reported on 
in expense accounts. Only then can the Govern- 
ment have the facts that will enable it to keep 


lobbying within proper bounds.

It 
reflects great credit to Negro editors that they 
can fight against the second-class citizenship 
that is the lot of so many of their brothers and 
yet not lose their perspective. 

Those Negroes who heed Paul Robeson are 
siding with a man who counsels against partici- 
pating in the nation’s security. He has allowed 
himself to be so carried away that he is preach- 
ing a doctrine of treason. He should take note

the convention at Bonn by the overwhelming vote 
of 53 to 12. It now must be passed on by the 
United States, British and French military gov- 
ernors of the three occupation zones. After that 
it goes before the legislatures of the 11 states 
which make.up the area of the new republic. 
This piece of paper, however, is. much more 
than a few words written down. It is a demo- 
cratic pledge for 46,000,000 people, with the way 
left open for Germans in the Russian zone to 
accept it in the future. Its Bill of Rights all by 
itself would be a notable statement of high- 
principle. For it provides that in a land where 
millions of men and died because of 


their beliefs or backgrounds there shall be equal- 
ity in race, religion and language. 


The free- 
doms that the Western world holds up to the 
East are guaranteed for all. ‘ 

The delegates have earned themselves a high 
place among constitution makers in that they 
found a formula for drafting a charter which 
provides both for transition from the occupation 
to a German government on its own authority 
and for the state of the future. Germans who 


appreciate their great opportunity in Europe will * 


see in this democratic plan the means of Ger- 
man achievement which could not be had in an 
army and the tools of aggressive war. 

The greatest immediate significance of the 
new Constitution is that it is a fact before the 
four powers sit down for their conference on 
the future of the whole of Germany. Russia, the 
obstacle in Germany, asked for this conference. 
When it opens, a prime consideration on the 
council table will be the united character of 
the three Western zones. All the Russian pro- 
tests to date cannot obscure the fact that the ob- 
structionist role of the Communists has been a 
main factor in uniting the West. 

It is a happy coincidence that the new con- 
stitution was approved just four years to the 
day after the Nazi militarists signed the un- 
conditional surrender at Gen, Eisenhower's head- 
quarters, It is another good omen that the dele- 
gates at Bonn favored return to the flag of the 
Weimar Republic. These surely are not mean- 
ingless symbols. They must be signs that many 
Germans have learned the lesson that democratic 
methods can win where force and arms and op- 
pressions fail.

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Calmer Nerves at Springfield 

The Republican-controlled Illinois Senate used 
excellent judgment in rejecting the bill to set up 
a $75,000 fund for a permanent commission for 
Red hunting and baiting. Nothing has come of 
the investigation of the University of Chicago 
and Roosevelt College by the temporary com- 
mission—nothing but embarrassment for the 
Legislature and for Illinois. A permanent com- 
mission could have been expected to provide 
only more of the same. 

There is good reason to believe that the Illi- 
nois Senate would feel differently about the 
Broyles sedition bills if it had another look at 
them. The Senators might very well wish they 
could recall their approval. Here is something 
for the House to think about before it votes on 
the Broyles bills. The country has an FBI and 
other federal facilities for ferreting out disloyal- 
ty. One or more of the Broyles measures has 
already been held unconstitutional after earlier 
passage in other states. 

The Illinois House will serve Illinois and help 
quiet jittery nerves elsewhere if it forgets the 
Broyles business altogether.

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Milestone for Hoover and His FBI 


As he rounds out a quarter-century as head 
of the FBI, J. Edgar Hoover can look back on 
a career that is unique in American government. 

He has built a federal police force that is so 
much his own personal accomplishment that its 
name and his name are synonymous in the minds 
of most Americans. 

In doing it, he has avoided Gestapo-like tac- 
tics. Though he is the nation’s No. 1 man 
against Communist fifth-column activities, he op- 
posed the proposed bill otitlawing the Commu- 
nist party. Instead of seeking to build a monop- 
oly of police power he has strengthened the dem- 
ocratic conception of that branch of government 
by helping police forces all over the country to 
improve their effectiveness. : 

Not everything Mr. Hoover has done has been 


- above criticism. Many people feel that the FBI 


errs in sending to government departments, with- 
out comment, reports received on individuals, 
mixing facts with hearsay and rumor. But it is 
significant that in all these 25 years there has 
been no serious criticism of his motives. Nor 
could anyone doubt his courage or his devotion. 
The nation-wide fingerprint files which J. Ed- 
gar Hoover’s FBI built up from nothing are an 
impressive accomplishment. So are his national 
academy, his national crime laboratory, his uni- 
form system of crime reporting, his influence in 
extending federal police powers, particularly 


against kidnapers, bank robbers and gangsters. | 


What ought to give him the deepest satisfaction, 
however, as he looks back over these 25 years of 
service to the Federal Government, is the con- 
fidence which people of all kinds impose in him. 


They respect and trust the FBI, and that is the 


ultimate compliment to the man who built it. 
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- Opportunity in Synthetic Oil 

A fine opportunity for Government and pri- 
vate enterprise to work together was pointed 
out by Secretary Krug in the dedication of the 
two oil-from-coal pilot plants at Louisiana, Mo. 

As long as it costs 25 per cent more to pro- 
duce oil from coal than to produce oil from 
wells, private enterprise alone can’t do the job. 
Only the Government can afford to take losses 
instead of making profits on an operation that 
is in the national interest. 

The Government alone can’t do the job as it 
should be done, either. It doesn’t- want a 
monopoly of the oil-from-coal industry. 

So the only alternative—if anything is to be 
done at all—is a partnership of Government and 
private business, which we hope to see come. 

It could be a constructive partnership. The 
more this nation can depend on the oil supplies 
within its borders for its defense in event of 
war, the less it will be forced to meddle in the 
explosive politics of the oil-rich Middle East.

You may remember that the gigantic 
Pick-Sloan plan for the Missouri basin (6300 
million dollars now, and going up!) is sup- 
posed to be directed by a Missouri basin 
interagency committee, composed of five 
Governors and five 
representatives of 
federal agencies. 


Gov. Val Peterson 
of Nebraska is a 
member. Last week 
at Concordia, Kan., 
Gov. Peterson 
twitched the reins. 
He found out mighty 
soon who is driving. 


He asked when the 
committee was going 
to set up a technical 
subcommittee to pass on individual projects 
and see if they were any good, and other- 
wise review the plans. He said that if the 
committee didn’t assume some real author- 
ity it would have to go out of business. 


And he promptly got his hands slapped 
down. He was plainly told by Committee 
Chairman W. G. Sloan of the United States 
Bureau of Reclamation that the committee 
has no such authority, nor any facilities to 
do the work if it had. 


In other words, the Army Engineers and 
the Bureau of Reclamation are in the dniv- 
er’s seat. Sloan emphasized that Congress 
doesn’t even bother to authorize individual 
projects. It has handed these two gigantic 
federal agencies full power over the basin. 

Let us face it. The five little Governors, 
supposedly on the committee to look out 
for their states, are just along for the ride.

Let them twitch the reins, and Pa wil! slap 
their hands down. 


And what a ride! It isn’t just they, it 
is the people of the basin being taken for 
a ride, too. Remember that a Hoover task 
force report said in effect the Missouri 
basin project is a gigantic boondoggle, full 
of inefficiency, duplication, hasty planning 
and waste. 

Gov. Peterson and others have declared 
that a Missouri Valley Authority would be 
autocratic and undemocratic, and have 
praised the present scheme in contrast. 
But remember, seven Tennesessee valley 
Governors joined in a declaration that TVA 
had worked in the fullest partnership with 
their states and had in no way superseded 
or flouted state authority. 

Gow Peterson also appears to be more 
realistic at home about this matter than he 
does 1200 miles away. Only a week before 
the Concordia meeting he told the Women’s 
National Republican Club in New York 
that: 


“Construction in the (Missouri basin) 
area is«presently going forward under the 
direction of a committee made up of rep- 
resentatives of the five great fedéral agen- 
cies involved and the Governors of five of 
the states. Governmental action is taken 
enly after full and free democratically con- 
ducted inquiry, debate and decision. The 
procedure represents democracy in action. 


“Here is government at its best, govern- 
ment as the servant of the people, not as 
a master, not dictating, not ordering, rath- 
er serving... .” 


But when in Concordia he twitched the 
reins timidly in the interests of actual “di- 
rection,” he got his hands slapped down. 

However, he is at least more aggressive 
and realistic than his fellow Governors. He 
performed a public service. He established 
beyond doubt “who’s in charge here”— 
and who isn’t. 

Now we can go on from there. 


Of Science, Bugs and Shifting Values

Does reading about electric eyes, mechan- 
ical brains and atomic miracles give you 
that tired, unimportant feeling? Does the 
thought of a robot world run by pushbut- 
tons make you feel like so much excess 
baggage? Then maybe you'll be cheered 
a bit by knowledge that science isn’t al- 
together infallible after all. Its men with 
short beards and long vocabularies make 
mistakes, too, even as you and we. Ang 
they can be baffled by the simplest things 
sometimes. 

Two recent items of news offer reas- 
suring evidence. One concerns mysterious 
radar phenomena that for some time have 
had the electronics experts baffled. It now 
turns out that these “angels,” as the puz- 
zled scientists called them for want of a 
more exact name, are plain everyday in- 
sects—the kind you swat in summer. 

The second bit of evidence reveals science 
catching itself im a rather complex error 
by methods of detection that, from where 
we're sitting, are even more complex. With 
aid of the handy atom, researchers in the 
National Bureau of Standards have dis- 
covered, to quote from an Associated Press 
i “that one of the most widely used 
mathematical constants—with application 
throughout the whole world of electronics 


—is incorrect and will need*prompt revi- 
sion.” , 

This, we are told, is a theoretical ratio 
which is to electronics what the constant 
pi is to geometry, which we recall as be- 
ing anything but pie. Until now the con- 
stant used by the electronics men has been 
1.75935, but the NBS experts with their 
friendly atom have found to the dismay of 
the electronics world that the real value

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Fantasy on Private Schools 


LUCIFER WITH A BOOK, by John Horne Burns. 

(Harper & Bros., 340 pgs., $3.50.) 

If the private schools of this nation are 
half as bad as.the one John Horne Burns 
portrays in this novel, it would be better 
to convert them into cement plants or fer- 
tilizer factori¢g. The publisher’# blurb says 
this book “is at once a.savage expose, a 
biting satire and, above all, a completely 
fascinating story of what does—or can— 
go on behind the ornate doors of a certain 
kind of private school.” It can be agreed 
that it is indeed “savage.” 

The author, 32 years old, is a World War 
II veteran and spent six years teaching in 
a boys’ preparatory school. Two years ago 
he wrote his first novel, “The Gallery,” a 
vivid series of portraits of behind-the-front- 
lines life in North Africa and Italy. It was 
well received. 

In this book he deals with an improbable ‘ 
menagerie of loonies, crackpots, queer cards 
and hypocrites. The sanctimonious, cun- 
ning old Mr. Pilkey is principal of The 
Academy and its Boys’ School and Girls’ 
School. On the faculty of these boarding 
schools are “ladylike married women with 
English accents who are eking out their 
husbands’ stipends by pumping history, 
Latin and manners into American girls... 
a couple of raging young spinsters begin- 
ning to get tizzicky. about prospects for 
marriage.” ...An Amazon who “seemed 
like a genial and jaded Great Dane wearing 
a peruke.” As for the male faculty, its 
members are “vain and retiring, virile and 
swishy, geniuses and louts. ... There is 
an odd light in the eyes of nearly all—in 
the young men it is sweetly fanatical; in 
the older it is rheumy and prismed. Those 
glances seemed to say: ‘we are the Pla- 
tonic policemen; we are the Conditioners; 
the Benders of the Twig, the Prop, the 
Crutch, the Spoonfeeders.’” 

Of the faculty, only the ex-Wac captain, 

: who teaches Spanish, 
and the bitter Guy 
Hudson, history 
teacher and disillu- 
sioned veteran, are 
close to normal and 
likable. They leave 
the school after Hud- 
son, at a faculty 
meeting, denounces 
Pilkey and all his 
school stands for. 
Presumably they 
marry and live happi- 
ly ever after. 

The less said about 
the lying brats and. 
cheating prigs who 
are students in this impossible Rube Gold- 
berg-ish academy—the better. The parents, 
with their intercessions when their chil- 
dren are in trouble, are drawn eyen more 
grotesquely. It is truly a fantastic book ap-

Now it appears likely that a 
new team will take over. The be- 
lief here is that John J. McCloy, 
at present head of the Interna- 
tional Bank, has been persuaded 
to become the first civilian ad- 
ministrator of the American zone 
in Germany. 


McCloy After Clay? 


This is not an assignment that 
any sane man would seek out.

Illinois Repeals 
Rule Barring 
Rocky Graziano 


CHICAGO, May 9 (AP) — The 
Illinois State Athletic Commission 
today cleared the way for ex-mid- 
dleweight champion Rocky Grazi- 
ano’s return to Illinois boxing by 
cancelling a rule barring fighters 
dishonorably discharged from 


service. 

Graziano last Friday was rein- 
stated in New York after being 
suspended in that state for failure 
to report an alleged bribe offer 
two years ago. 

The former middleweight king 
has an application for an Illinois 
boxing license now under consid- 
eration here. Today’s action ap- 
parently erased Graziano’s sus- 
pension in September 1947, based 
on his military record. 

However, the Illinois rule bar- 
ring dishonorably discharged serv- 
icemen was not placed in the 
state’s boxing code until April 
1948. 

The motion to strike the rule 
from the book was made by Com- 
missioner Ralph Metcalfe, former 
Olympic sprinter at Marquette 
University.

At Brown Game 


Frank Burton (Burt) Whitman, 
sports editor of the Boston Her- 
ald, died yesterday after collaps- 
ing in the pressbox at Sportsman’s 
Park during the 13th inning of the 
first game between the Red Sox 
and Browns, 

Whitman, 62 years old, had com- 
plained of a “terrible headache” 


he failed to rally. Death was at- 
tributed to cerebral hemorrhage. 

Well known in sports circles 
throughout the country, Whitman 
covered the Boston baseball clubs 
for 32 years. In recent years, he 
had served as an official scorer at 
games played in Boston. At one 
time he was president of the Base- 
my Writers Association of Amer- 


sports staff in- April, 1915, when 
the late Walter Hapgood was 
sports editor of the Herald and 
the Traveler. He was made Herald 
sports editor in September, 1917. 
A native of Worcester, Mass.,

While Olympia was readied for 
travel to New York, crafty old 
Ben Jones, the Missourian, who 
trained Ponder, the surprise Der- 
by winner, got ready to take his 
latest pride and joy to Baltimore 
for a crack at the $75,000 added 
Preakness. 

In the Preakness, the second 
“jewel” in American  racing’s 
triple crown to be decided at Pim- 
lico, Ponder is going to have 
enough equine company to keep 
things quite interesting as the 
pace changes from Kentucky 
bourbon to Maryland rye. 

Can He Do It Again? 

The Calumet farm colt trimmed 
13 rivals in the Diamond Jubilee 
Derby, including the heavily fa- 
vored Olympia. Now the big 
question is whether the young up- 
start which never did anything 
until May 7, 1949, can do it again 
over the slightly shorter Preak- 
ness course. 

Four or five other Derby horses 
are heading Pimlicoward, where 
several others are waiting for 
Maryland’s biggest race. 

Around the barns at Churchill 
Downs there is a general opinion 
that Capot will be a large num- 
ber in the Preakness. 

Capot, Greentree Stable’s ace, 
was the one which went out with 
the fast-stepping Olympia in the 
blistering early Derby pace. There 
isn’t much doubt that Capot 
cooked Olympia’s goose, for he 
went out and ran with him from 
the start like nothing has done 
before this year. 

Of course, it also chilled off 
Capot. and gave the horse with 
the most left at the finish—War- 
ren Wright’s Ponder — the dia- 
mond-studded gold cup. 

“We've got the horse to beat 
from now on,” John Gaver, the 
Greentree Stable trainer said. 

Another strong vote for Capot 
in the Preakness came from 
Hirsch Jacobs, trainer of Pales- 
tinian, which wound up third in 
the Derby. 

“Capot looks like the one to 
beat there,” the red-haired veter- 
an said as he loaded Palestinian 
on the train for Baltimore. 

Jacobs wasn’t a bit downcast 
about his Derby venture. 

“I thought we ran all right, and 
hope we can do a little better 
next time.” 

The “next time” will be the 
Preakness, at one mile and three- 
sixteenths. That is a sixteenth 
under the Derby route, dnd Capot 
was leading in that stage Satur- 
day at Churchhill Downs. 

In the same car with Palestin- 
jan was Clifford Mooers’ Old 
Rockport, the Derby No. 4 horse 
which also has a date in Balti- 
more. Olympia was to fly directly 
to New York today, while plans 
for his stablemate, Ocean Drive, 
were incomplete. Capot leaves by 
train today. Gaver said Wine List, 
the other Greentree horse, would 
miss the Preakness. 

Mrs. Ada L. Rice’s Model Cadet, 
seventh in the Derby, and Mr. and 
Mrs. J. H. Seley’s Duplicator, 
eighth, were undecided about the 
Predkness. 

But Ben Jones wasn’t. 

He’s in No Hurry. 

“We're in no hurry to get there, 
but we'll be there,” said the man 
who has saddled five Derby win- 
ners, more than any other trainer. 

In Baltimore in the reception 
line are several which missed the 
Derby. How many probably won't 
be known for several days.. 

Something will come out of the 
mile and one-sixteenth Survivors 
Stakes at Pimlico today.

“For the moment, the favor goes 
in preference to statism and na- 
tionalization of enterprises. It can- 
not be doubted that the church, 
too—within certain just limits— 
admits statism and judges that 
one can legitimately reserve to 
the public powers certain cate- 
gories of properties, those that 
have such power that they could 
not, without danger to the cem- 
mon good, be left in private 
hands.” 

He added: “But to make of this 
statism the normal rule of public 
economy would be to reverse the 
order of things. The mission of 
public law is, in effect, to serve 
private right, not to absorb it. 


“The economy is not by nature 
an institution of the state; it is, 
to the contrary, the living pro- 
duct of the free initiative of indi- 
viduals and of groups freely con- 
stituted. 

“Today, above all, when the 
lack of capital and the difficulty 
of international exchanges para- 
lyze the free play of the costs of 
national production, both sides 
(employers and employes) have 
an interest in seeing that the 
costs of national production aré 
proportional to its return. 

“In the accounts of private in- 
dustry, salaries may figure as ex- 
penses of the employer. But in 
the national economy they (sal- 
aries) are only a kind of expense 
which are part of the national 
wealth utilized for national pro- 
duction and which must, in con- 
gekuence, be increased without

HILDREN have no sense of proportion, no knowledge of 
C how much of a good thing is enough, They are not likely 

to limit themselves in any way that might curtail] their 
enjoyment of the moment. They must, however, for the sake 
of their health, their sturdy growth of body, mind, and char- 
acter, be limited. Parents have to ration children’s activities 
and keep them within the limits of safety. 

Little children will play long past the limit of their en- 
durance. They do not know that they are tired and keep on 
playing until they cry or become temperish, refusing to eat or 
to bathe or to rest. Playtime must be rationed so that the 
little ones will not become so fatigued that they cannot stan 
themselves. :

’ IT IS ESSENTIAL, too, that their food be rationed. Under 
the family physician’s supervision the diet for each child is 
prescribed: So much milk, fruit, vegetables, meat, eggs, sugar, 
fat, starch. Each child should get his gationed meal on time 
and as a matter of course. We say each because what is fine 
for one may not serve the other at all. 

' “ Left to themselves some children will eat one sort of food 
and refuse all others, some will eat without need or limit, some 
will nibble. Each must be rationed in kind, quantity and num- 
ber of meals, if he is to be properly nourished. That sounds 
worse than it is because most children, being healthy, respond 
quickly to a correctly administered routine.

PLEASURES must be rationed. We*all know the child 
who will willingly sit before the radio by the hour ignoring 
mealtime, chores, bedtime, all save the fascinating sounds that 
come to his ears.

She took no 
lessons, of course. 

There was work and hard work 
for her to do around the farm 
after her schooldays, and mar- 
riage lifted no burdens from her, 
She wed a neighboring farmer in 
1887 and they spent their short 
honeymoon in Washington: She 
hasn't been back since. She and 
her husband had 10 children, but 
she has outlived him and most of 
them.

Retirement

Fix It Yourself

Plaster vs. Wallboard. 
E don’t like to take sides 
and we hate fights but if 
, you are trying to make up 
our mind between plaster or wall- 
honed, then here are a few facts 
about both that may be of some 
help. 

For years plaster has been the 
most common-material for interior 
walls. It is fire resistant when 
applied over metal laths or gyp- 
sum laths. It can be worked 
around curves and worked into 
decorative designs. It can be dec- 
orated easily and repeatedly. If 
properly applied it will stand for 
years without cracking or giving 
you a hard time in any other way. 

On the other hand, plaster is 
rather expensive to apply and can 
only be applied with considerable 
mess and fuss. .This does not 
make it ideal for remodeling pur- 
poses. Another point is that it 
requires a good deal of water 
and this water can be absorbed 
out of the plaster by hardwood 
floors causing thee to swell and 
buckle. | 

A good grade of wallboard is 
fire-resistant and can be decorat- 
ed much the same as plaster. 
Some brands can be bent to a 


slight degree. Wallboard can be 
installed with, a minimum of mess, 
fuss and expense but if it is not 
put up properly according to the 
specifications you may be in for 
trouble. There are brands of 
wallboard which once installed 
can be treated so that there is no 
seam between sections. This pro- 
vides & wall with an unbroken sur- 
face for painting or papering. 


If two glasses become stuck, 
ease them apart by pouring cold 
water in the upper glass and 
standing the lower glass in warm 
water.

Have Unused Suite at Walter Reed

WASHINGTON, May 9. 


HEN President Roosevelt vis- 

ited Lincoln, Nebr., in the 1936 

campaign he Was so im- 
pressed by the Nebraska State 
Capitol that he later used it as a 
model, it is believed, in drawing 
up rough plans for the National 
Naval Medical Center at near-by 
Bethesda, Maryland. 

The main feature of the central 
building is a tower built in the 
form of a Geneva cross. The top 
is 270 feet above the ground and 
the upper floors command a rest- 
ful view of the gently rolling 
Maryland countryside and the 250 
acres containing the many build- 
ings housing the center. A sun 
deck on the seventeenth floor be- 
came one of Roosevelt’s favorite 
spots. He loved to sit in this 
aerie and like St. Simeon Stylites 
contemplate the problems that be- 
set mankind. There is no record 
that he was ever admitted to the 
hospital as a patient; he just liked 
the place. 

From the viewpoint of Roose- 
velt and patients fortunate enough 
to be assigned to tower quarters 
the hospital was an immediate suc- 
cess when it was opened in 1942. 
‘There was plenty of light, air and 
comfort in the nine tower floors, 
each of which could handle only 


24 to 28 patients, and the nation’s 


political leaders began to flock 
there for medical care. 


From the viewpoint of doctors 
and attendants, who have to travel 
from floor to floor on elevators 
or uSe the stairs when they’re in 
a rush, and administrators who 
have to provide facilities on each 
floor comparable to those needed 
for handling several times as 
many patients, the tower part of 
the institution is a dismal flop. 
They prefer some of the four- 
story wings, which are not only 
better from a medical point of 
view but seem to be more ap- 
propriate to a rural setting. 

“The fact is,” one officer said, 
“it is more a monument than a 
hospital.” 

Chief of medical service at 
Bethesda during part of the war 
years was Dr. Alphonse McMahon 
of St. Louis.

HE seventeenth floor in the 
monument houses the very im- 
portant people who come to the 
hospital, The rooms are similar 
to those on the lower floors but 
the seventeenth includes two sun 
decks and, of course, is immedi- 
ately below the eighteenth, or top 


floor, which is devoted to com- 
fortable lounges and solaria. 

On one day recently the popula- 
tion of the venteenth § in- 
cluded former: Secretary of De- 
fense James Forrestal; Fleet Ad- 
miral Ernest J. King (retired), 
Fleet Admiral William D, Leahy, 
the President’s top military ad- 
viser, and Senate Secretary Leslie 
L. Biffle. 

A recent notable patient was 
former Secretary of State Cordell 
Hull who was released April 18. 


There is a popular supposition 
that public figures can obtain free 
treatment at the naval hospital or 
at the Army’s comparable Walter 
Reed General.Hospital. This is 
only partly true. Senators and 
Representatives who go to the na- 
val institution, for example, are 
referred there by the Capitol phy- 
sician, Rear Admiral George W. 
Calver, and pay the so-called in- 
terdepartmental rate of $9.75 a 
day. 

This fee, however, covers medi- 
cal and surgical services, nursing, 
laboratory service and anything 
else that may be needed, so that

it is considerably less, and in seme 
cases a small fraction, of what 
the average man would need to 
finance a serious illness, Each 
of the service hospitals has a 
proportion of its beds reserved 
for veterans, and if the patient 
is a veteran entitled to benefits 
the Veterans’ Administration pays 
the interdepartmenta] rate for 
him. 

The VA paid this rate for Hull, 
who is drawing a pension as a 
veteran of the Spanish-American 
War, in which he served as a 
captain. Men actually in the Navy 
pay nothing, of course. Those 
officially retired pay only the cost 
of their rations, which now is 
$1.14 a day. 

Walter Reed Hospital has a 
section called Ward Eight which 
is roughly comparable to the 
seventeenth floor at the naval 
hospital, although it is used by 
few persons other than Army 
personnel. Recent patients there 
have been Gen. George C. Mar- 
shall, former Secretary of State; 
Lt. Gen. Walter Bedell Smith, 
former Ambassador to Soviet 
Russia, and Warren R. Austin, 
chief of the United States mission 
to the United Nations. 

General of the Armies John J. 
Pershing died in modest quarters 
at the hospital last July; his room 
was returned to general service. 
Rep. Parnell Thomas (Rep.), 
New Jersey, former chairman of 
the House Un-American Commit- 
tee, has been in the hospital for 
weeks; he underwent a _ serious 
abdominal operation. 

One of the most distinguished 
potential patients at Walter Reed, 
President Truman, an old Army 
man, never has made use of fa- 
cilities arranged for him and mem- 
bers of his family two years ago. 
A suite consisting of room, bath, 
solarium and drawing room has 
been set aside at one end of Ward 
Hight. It is not used for any

N the meeting of Committee 
Three at Lake ‘Success Fri- 
day, most of the day was de- 
voted to a long discussion of 
whether the United Kingdom con- 
vention should be finished at this 
session. These procedural discus- 
sions always take a long time and 
sometimes seem wasteful. Yet I 
believe they serve a useful pur- 
pose by bringing out the think- 
ing of the various members. 


In this case it was quite appar- 
ent that there was a general feel- 
ing of working under pressure. 
The target date for the close of 
this session of the General Assem- 
bly has been set for May 14, and 
there is a desire to handle some 
of the other items on the agenda. 
The final decision was to finish 
the United States and French con- 
ventions on freedom of informa- 
tion, which have been amalga- 
mated, and present them to the 
General Assembly for approval. 
But it was decided not to ask the 
countries to ratify until the sec- 
ond United Kingdom convention 
is completed at the author session, 
when the two, which complement 
each other can be ratified at one 
and the same time. 
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THE OTHER ITEMS on our 
agenda should not take so much 
time. But since the Human Rights 
Commisison holds its first session 
this morning at 10 a.m., it is going 


to be slightly complicated for me 
as well as for a number of other 
people—like Dr. Malik of Lebanon, 
Dr. Chang of China and some of 


our other colleagues—who serve on 


both Committee Three and the 
Human Rights Commission. We 
hope to meet our difficulties by 
holding only an hour’s session to 
organize the Human Rights Com- 
mission this morning and perhaps 
to appoint some committees from 
among our members. These com- 
mittees can take up some of the 
numerous points on our lengthy 
agenda and prepare them for the 
full commission, while those of us 
who are obliged to be at certain 
sessions of Committee Three will 
continue to fill our obligations 
there.

The President’s health is watched 
by the White House physician, 
Brig. Gen. Wallace H. Graham, 
who has offices in the executive 
mansion but who spends most of 
his time performing operations at 
Walter Reed. 

President Roosevelt served as 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy 
from 1913 to 1920 and always felt 
a partiality toward this branch 
of the service. His name is on the 
naval hospital corner stone, which 
he laid on Armistice day, 1940. 
He drove about in his automobile 
and designated the spots where 
evergreens and Other trees were to 
be planted. A small artificial pond 
on the grounds is named Lake 
Eleanor. Wood ramps to facilitate 
Roosevelt’s movements about the 
hospital are still in place. 

Because the naval _ hospital, 
which is located at Bethesda, a 
suburb of Washington, is uncon- 
ventional and relatively new and 
fronts on a main transcontinental 
highway, it has attracted more 
attention than Walter Reed, al- 
though facilities at the two insti- 
tutions are about the same. 

The Naval Medical Center, of 
which the hospital is a part, is 
made up of graduate medical and 
dental schools, a medical research 
institute and the Navy’s school of 
hospital administration. It func- 
tions under five subordinate and 
one overall command, and has a 
current population of 440 officers, 
1295 enlisted men, 1016 civilian 
employes and about 1100 patients, 
only about 400 of whom are Navy 
men. About 150 of the patients 
are women and children de- 
pendents. 

The present bed capacity of the 
hospital is 1350, which can be in- 
creased on short order to 2142, 
Peak load during the war was 
about 3000. A service hospital 
differs from a civilian institution 
in that a large proportion of the 
patients cannot go home to com- 
plete their recovery; hence double- 
decker bunks and other expedients 
can be employed for men whose 
convalescence is well advanced. 

The interior of the hospital is 
almost as unconventional as the 
lofty columnar tower. The domi- 
nant color within is marine green, 
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IT’S ASPIRIN AT ITS y.. 


St. Joseph Aspirin is as e as 
money can buy. The first choice of 


which constitutes an effort to get 
away from the dazzling white usu- 
ally associated with hospitals. The 
use of green extends to towels and 
operating robes. Harmonizing 
colors in terra cotta are used ex- 
tensively for variety. The main 
operating room is lined with pink 
Tennessee marble and is equipped 
with two glass-inclosed viewing 
galleries for students; eight major 
operations can be carried on si- 
multaneously in the operating 
suite. 

An unusual feature is a carillon 
which plays recorded religious 
music from the tower each noon 
and evening. The pediatrics ward 
is decorated with murals of char- 
acters in children’s stories. The 
maternity ward is one of the most 
popular in Washington and has an 
average output of 125 babies a 
month. 

The administration building 
houses two small chapels and a 
theater seating 600 persons, which 
also is used for religious services. 
The theater is built with special 
facilities for wheel-chair patients 
and regularly shows two motion 
pictures a day. 

The old adage that too many 
cooks spoil the broth might be ap- 
plied to the naval hospital, if there 
were truth in it. The commissary, 
which serves 9000 meals a day, 
employs 346 persons who appear 
to be bustling about in a curious 
form of orderly disorder. One em- 


ploye who was trying to maneuver 
an electrified mobile steam table 
as the correspondent walked 
through muttered: “If they took 
half these people out and shdt 
them we'd still have enough.”

VERYONE appeared to be 
busy, however, and the place 
seemed to be extraordinarily 
well-designed to handle the vol- 
ume of meals, some of them pre- 
pared for patients with special 
diets. Meat is handled, for ex- 
ample on an overhead conveyor 
which extends from the receiving 
platform, through several huge re- 
frigerators and into a room where 
it can be dropped directly onto 
butchers’ chopping blocks. 

Both Army and Navy have, of 


course, the usual facilities that 
are part of the makeup of any 
first-rate hospital — hydrotherapy 
and occupational therapy depart- 
ments and technical equipment for 
the various types of research, 
analysis and treatment. Both 
have libraries, gymnasiums, swim- 
ming pools, recreational facilities 
and Red Cross divisions. 

The Army Medical Center, 
which occupies a wooded 113-acre 
tract in the District of Colambia, 
includes Walter Reed , General 
Hospital, medical, dental and 
veterinary graduate schools and a 
prostheties research laboratory. 
The executive officer, or Number 
2 man at the center, is Col. Joseph 
U. Weaver, a former St. Louisan, 
whose mother, Mrs. Mattie Weav- 
er, lives at 5894 Clemens Avenue. 

The post is physically quite dif- 
ferent from the naval center. The 
hospital was opened 40 years ago 
this month and it and many of 
the other Georgian-Colonial build- 
ings have long since been walled 
in ivy and surrounded by gardens, 
flowering shrubs and shade trees. 
The hospital has 2000 beds and 
is particularly proud of its million- 
volt X-ray machine for the treat- 
ment of malignant tumors and a 
new laboratory for experiments 
with radioactive isotopes, a prod- 
uct of the atomic energy plant 
at Oak Ridge, Tenn. 

The hospital’s convalescent di- 
vision and extensive center for 
the rehabilitation of the deaf is 
located at nearby Forest Glen, 
Maryland, in the old National 
Park Seminary, a noted school 
for girls which was purchased by 
the Government in 1942. 

Both Army and Navy hospitals 
are the pride of the respective 
services, and anyone unlucky 
enough to require hospital treat- 
ment is lucky indeed to be sent

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WASHINGTON, May 9 (AP)— 
The number of persons drawing 
jobless insurance pay has risen 
for the third straight week, to 
@ total of 2,051,000, the Govern- 
ment said today. 

However, it reported a drop in 
the number of laid-off workers 
filing first claims for such com- 
pensation, indicating a decline in 
hew unemployment. 

In the week ending April 30, 
the Federal Security Agency re- 
port said, there was a 65,700 in- 


crease in the lists of those who 
had been out of a job fer at 
least one week, and thus were 
eligible for benefits. 

For the same period, the num- 
ber of new claims dropped from 
351,500 to 321,900—a decrease of 
19,600. 

In the corresponding period 
last year, 1,088,976 workers were 
getting’ the jobless benefits, while 
the new claims amounted to 
222,812. 

These figures present only part 
of the nation’s current job pic- 
ture since only about 33,000,000 
workers are covered by unemploy- 
ment insurance whereas there are 
now 60,835,000 in the total labor 
force—that is persons either with 
jobs or looking, for work. 

According to the latest Govern- 
ment figures, 3,016,000 persons 
were unemployed in April — but 
only 2,051,000 received jobless in- 
surance in the last week of that 
month. 


Stabilization of Labor Indicated 
After Postwar Job-Swapping. 
WASHINGTON, May 9 (UP)— 

The labor force of the nation 

seems to be stabilizing after a 

postwar round of job-swapping, 

although factory layoffs are at a 

10-year high, the Department of 

Labor ‘reported last night. 

It said only 4.6 workers out of 
every 100 either quit their jobs or 
were discharged in March. The 
separation rate now has remained 
almost steady for 15 months. 

Although the factory turnover 
of 28 workers per 100 was lower 
than the average for all workers, 
it still was the highest since 1939. 
During the war years, this turn- 
over averaged less than one em- 
ploye per 100 per month.

The word is older than the 
Bible in English, and it appears 
in the Old Testament both as

to make “victuals” the popular 
word for human nourishment—to 
this day in some parts of the 
country. 

Shakespeare used “victual” in 
the singular, and also “victualer,” 
the latter to designate a tavern- 
keeper.
